He that believeth and is baptized ſhall be ſaved, but 


he that believeth not ſhall be dam ned, Mark xvi. 16. 
It is preſent condemnation, Fobn iii. 16. He that be- 
Heveth on him (the Son of Gop) is not condemned, but 
he that believeth not is condemned already. The ſen- 


tence of condemnation is over him, tho? not yet execut- 
ed. Unbelief is, in its evil nature, the oppoſite of preci- 


| ous faith, and, in its evil effects, the oppoſite of ſaving 
faith. 


To ſhew the evil of it more particularly, I ſhall firſt 


ſhew, what are the kinds of unbelief. Secondly, 


wherein the evil nature of it eminently appears. Third- 


could have brought, becauſe Cahaan was a type of 
heaven; and conſequently the faith of them who believ- 


ly, how it doth condemn the ſinner.

2. TRERE is a beinporary unbelief, which reigns / 
for a time, but which at ſome time or other will be 
ſubdued and brought under, in thoſe who are choſen to 

ſalvation. When ſaving faith comes to be wrought - 

in ſouls, unbelief cannot reign together with their 
faith but before faith comes; for its reigning ceaſes ; 

the moment that true faith is receiv'd; tho* ſtill it 
it will have a being in the ſoul; a remnant of it will 
remain, which will much oppoſe and hinder the exer=- . 
ciſe of faith, and weaken its very habit; but its reign- 
ing is only for a time in the elect. In impenitent ſin- 
ners it will reign till death. Thus we ſee that there i is 
in the people of God a reigning, and a ſubdued u 


lief: a reigning unbelief before faith received, and aſter 


faith received a ſubdued or ſubjected unbelief. In I impe- 
nitent ſinners there is no ſubjected unbelief: in them it 
always reigns, and is never brought to a remnant : 


yet it ſhould be obſerved, that the unbelief which is ian 


good men differs not in nature, but only in meaſure and 
circumſtances from the unbelief which is in bad men. 


3- Taers is that which may more properly be called 
the condemning unbelief : as there is a juſtifying faich, 
which differs from the hiſtorical faith; ſo there is on 
the contrary, a condemning unbelief, which at Jeaſt 
differs in exerciſe from the hiſtorical unbelief of the 
world. The occaſion of this kind of unbelief is the 
offer of Cur1sT* as a Saviour to ſinners, the refuſing of 

which offer is that, which uy more properly and in- 
is ; e 
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| mediately, be called the condemning unbelief; even as 


the faith which receives CnRIS and his righteouſneſs, 


is that branch or exerciſe of faith, which is called the 


juſtifying faith ; to which faith there muſt be ſome an- 
ſwerable branch or exerciſe of unbelief ; becauſe they 
are oppolites; not but that the not believing the truths of 


. God alone is a juſt cauſe of condemnation, and it al- 


ways foregoes the refuſing of CHRIST for a Saviour; 
even as they who believe the word firſt, do accept the 


Saviour: but he is in the direct way to condemnation 
who rejects the Saviour and his righteouſneſs, thinking 


to be ſaved in his fins, or for his righteouſneſs ſake. 
Cn1sT is the glory of the goſpel, and the rejecting 
of him the great fin againſt the goſpel. They who 
will not. receive CanisT's golden merits, with his 


rich ſalvation will always remain poor, and die over 


head and ears in debt to divine juſtice ; which they 
will never be able to pay; and therefore-ſhall always 
remain in the priſon of hell : but ſome are wiſe mer- 
chants to buy the pearl of great price, and the field of 


the means of grace for its ſake, Math. xiii. 44, 45, 


40. 8 


LET none ſay that CHRISY is offer d to none but the 
elect who receive him, he is offer'd to thoſe who reiect 
him, Jon v. 40. Ye will not come unto me, that ye might

All other fins are the offspring 


of unbelief. Indeed in hell averſion to Gon will be 


the chief vice as love in heaven is the chief grace, 1 

Cor. xiii. 13. For hell will make men to know, and 

believe many things, which they would not believe here 
in this world: The rich man's eyes were opened in 
hell, Lale xvi. 23. But here unbelief is the chief of 
ſins, eſpecially that exerciſe of it, which refuſeth to ac- 
cept of CHRIST for a Saviour; which gives a mana.
